This is in response to the Notice To File Corrected Application Papers dated July 
21, 2003 issued in the above-identified appHcation, wherein Applicant requests 
reconsideration and waiver of the Formal requirement. The Notice identifies that 
inventors #7, #8, and #11, are identified by initials and not full names. 



The present application includes 11 inventors, of whom 10 have been unreachable 
since at least June 2, 2000, including the 3 subject inventors (inventors #7, #8 and #1 1) 
presently identified by initials and not full names. The present application is a 
continuation application of parent U.S. Patent AppHcation Serial No. 08/628,533, filed 
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April 3, 1996, which included a signed declaration from all 1 1 inventors. The 
inventorship in the present application is identical to the parent, but was filed with 
Missing Parts. On June 2, 2000, a Submission Of Declaration In Accordance With 37 
CFR 1.63(d) And Petition According To 37 CFR 1.47(a) (hereinafter, Submission and 
Petition) was filed in the present application requesting acceptance of a copy of the parent 
declaration in lieu of a new declaration. Prosecution proceeded on the present case 
through Allowance until the subject July 21, 2003, Notice was received. 

In preparation for the June 2, 2000, Submission and Petition, Applicants' 
attorneys mailed to their last known addresses all of the 10 unreachable inventors, 
including the three subject inventors, a copy of the specification along with unsigned 
Assigiunent and Declaration forms for them to sign and return. None of the 10 inventors 
responded. In the time period from April 3, 1996, through June 2, 2000, the three subject 
inventors were residing in India with no reasonable way to track them down. 

The Submission and Petition filed June 2, 2000, also included a copy of a 
declaration executed by Don Whitehead, the sole available inventor at that time, with the 
signature blocks left blank to indicate that Mr. Whitehead had signed on behalf of the 
unavailable inventors in accordance with MPEP 409.03(a). 

Since receiving the Notice To File Corrected Application Papers on July 24, 2003, 
Applicant has successfully identified two of the three missing inventor names as Subba 
Lakshmi (inventor #7) and Venkatarao Kandula (inventor #8), which have been 
submitted to the Commissioner for Patents in a separate paper in a Response To Notice 
To File Corrected Application Papers filed concurrently herewith. The process for 
identifying the names of inventors #7 and #8 involved: corresponding with a person in 
India who searched for and located the parents of inventor #10; procuring from the 
parents of inventor #10 contact information for inventor #10; contacting inventor #10 for 
information relating to the fiill names or whereabouts of inventors #7, #8, and #1 1 ; 
receiving from inventor #10 information relating to the full name of inventor #7; 
receiving from inventor #10 contact information relating to inventor #8; and, contacting 
inventor #8 for information relating to the inventor's full name. Efforts to apply the same 
process to identify the full name of inventor #1 1 have been unsuccessful to date. 
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Additional attempts have been made by Applicant to locate the full names of the 
three subject inventors in employment records, but Applicant has discovered that none of 
the three inventors are listed in any employment records available to Applicant. Recently, 
Applicants' attomeys have discovered from Applicant that the three subject inventors 
were hired, on or before April 3, 1996, through a consulting company in hidia, name 
unknown, to work for a Joint Venture (JV) company formed between General Electric 
Co. (GE) of the U.S. and Satyam of India, named Satyam-GE. The India portion of the 
JV has since been bought by GE, and it is unknown whether the consulting company is 
still in existence. Efforts are presently underway in an attempt to identify and locate the 
consulting company with the hope that they may still have employment records dating 
back to 1996. In addition, efforts are presently underway in an attempt to locate the three 
subject inventors by their last name and last known address as possibly listed in a 
telephone directory in India. 

At present, the third subject inventor, inventor #1 1, is believed to be currently 
residing in India with an employer other than the noted consulting company being highly 
possible, and there does not appear to be any reasonable way to track that person down. 

In view of the foregoing, Applicant respectfully requests that the name of the third 
subject inventor (inventor #11), with initials and signatures, be accepted as is, and that the 
application be allowed to issue.
